On former occasions we havt had to warn our readers 
against the newspaper tricks and epistolary forgeries of the 
Freach, particularly when they were in Spain, where the 
device of intercepted letters was so frequently and su 
grossly practised on both sides, as at length to wear itself 
wut. The French have réw experienced some of the re- 
verses of their enemies; and having got into that sort of 
scrapt which leaves them comparatively with their hands 
bound, while the latter are in full action about them, it is 
natural that their tricks: should be returned them with 
double interest, and all the mortifications be put in requi- 
sition for plaguing them, which their own former triumphs 
and inselence could suggest. 

Accordingly, we find that the Crown Prince of Swe- 
pex,—a man of their own school,—had no sooner begun 
to practise against them the greater art of their warfare, 
than he set about the sinaller one also, and the presses of 
the North grew unexpectedly lively with tirades and de- 
tections a la Napoleon. The first thing done was to read 
the French Monarch a lecture on his short-sightedness, and 
to hope that he would be made wiser by “hat was pre- 
paring for: him;—then Europe was called to a new 
** destiny ;"—then the French armies were described as 
“ demoralized;"—then the persens about the Emperor, 
and indeed the whole of his subjects, were known to have 
the most gloomy anticipations and to talk of nothing but 
peace; and now we have intercepted letters agaiu, in 
which the sprightly French soldiers, —the late conquerors 
of Europe,—by a slap or two of the enemy's sword, ap- 
pear to have changed:theie whole character, military and 
balicnal,, and to have become a set of whiners and das- 
tards. 

The uniform and extreme ‘tone of ihéee lelters, their 
free manner of expressing the most timid apprehensions, 
and other inconsistencies, no doubt,—some of which we 
shall presently mention,—have excited the scepticibm “of

what sources these things are apt to spring, and why cas- 
hot recoucile the confidence thus put in the French port 
citber with the difficul4es and dangers i in which the couriers 
are said to have. been placed, or with the charges of cruelty 
and treachery that are cootinually made agaiast the Empe- 
tors despotism. To this sceplicisim other journalists have 
replied, and their arguments for the autheaticily of the 
lcliers are summed up oo the four following heads; — 
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Ist. That, according to their ewn Knowledge, there ie 
a post-office establishment at the head-quarters of all the 
| French armies, frowm which ‘ multitudes of letters of the 
most fumiliar and confidential nature” are sent into France, 
white the farther circulation of the intelligence which they 
convey is ‘* abundantly guarded against by the dumestie 
police of the empire.” 

2d. That ‘* Bonararte, however he treats the mass of 
his population, labours incessantly and but tov successfully, 
to keep his army in good humour, and would therefure be 
very naturally more averre to risk theip dissatisfaction by 
compelling them to sacrifice their intercourse with their 
private friends, than te encounter the discontent of these 
friends with the aature of the news conveyed to them,” , 

3d, That the communications ‘ made public from this 
so strongly suspected source’ are, they are convinced, 
‘* very faint and favourable pictures of the sufferings which 
they delineate,” and that there dves not appear in aay ope 
of them “ the slightest taint of disaffection to the ser- 
vice, or any allempt at introducing general reasonings,.or 
launching into general prospects.of good or bad success.” 

4th, That ** Sir Caaaces Stewaanrt, a man of truth, ia- 
telligence, and honvur, does actually state, that above 
5000 letters from the Preach army wére intercepted, and 
that they were ail of the most doleful and desponding cast.” 

Now if such arguments as tbese are smeantto establish 
the only point in contention, that is, the authenticity of 
all these 5000 desponding epistles, it may be auswered iu 
as many brief sentences. 

1. That the establishment of a p»st- office at the head- 
quarters of the Freach. armies doesnot prove that such 
epistles were wrilten ;—thal the fact of multitudes of cun- 
fidential letters reaching their destinativa in, France proves 
just as little ;—and that we should be glad to kuow, what 
is the sort of polices. however strict, that can prevent let- 
ters, which are allowed to pass between friends, trom bemg 
handed about among their arquaiulances, , 

2. That if Bovapaats labours incessantly, and but too 
successfully, to keep his army in guod humaur, it is rather 
odd that they should write, 5000 letters, all uf .a most 
desponding cast,—-end somewhat hard upon biw, that he 
should be represented, at other times, as bated and exe- 
ctaled by ali ghout him... ,.. 

3. That in letters. which are. sent, oF + pretended to be 
sent, from the French head. quagters, it is. nut. likely that 
there should be any expressivus of .disaffection, because, if 
real, the writers would not venture, vpve such expreenons, 
not knowing into whose, havds. they. might fall,—and if 
forged, the coutcivers ‘would bardlp .aupuscrthe shaliuw- 
ness of their artifice by an innporsotiab it 

4." That although Sir Casares Srewant ‘be, - he 
is onid tv be, and as we very readily believe him to be, a 
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man of truth, intelligence, anil hunour, his statement | 


amounts to nothing, antes we know how far he takes it 
upon himself, and what he has scen of the letters.— 
It is not to be supposed that hehas read the 5000; and 
éven if he has seen parts of them, his testimony would not 
be sufficient ; but if, as is nwst probable, he has only beard 
the thing so stated at head-quarters, his fepetition of it 
amounts to oo more than that of any other political ru-
